contributions, totaling $63,675.95. 
of which hundreds amounted to $1 
each, will be refunded by the com- 
mittee which directed the primary 
election campaign of Dwight Mor- 
row in his successful race for the 
Republican senatorial nomination 
in New Jersey, June 17 last.

GERMAN WHO CAME 
TO UNITED STATES IN

Hans Thoeing Saves Enough in 
Two Years to Bring His 
Fiancee to New York.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Hans 
Thoeing, who came to the United 
States in a packing crate, was mar- 
ried today to Loitl Ohse, who also 
comes from Germany but who 
came in more conventional fash- 
ion.

There are no private 
The society deals in 
every household commodity, the 
statement said. and has modern 
factories for the manufacture of 
woolens, cotton goods, flannel, 
ready-made clothing. hosiery, fur- 
niture, hardware, paints, soaps, 
butter. margarine, lard, biscuits, 
sweets, chocolates, cutlery, tobacco 
and the like. It is also in the 
printing and lithographing busi- 
ness and has vegetable farms and 
canneries. milk depots and tea 
plantations. 

The society was said to be one 
of the largest millers and shoe 
manufacturers in Great Britain. 

At the Farm Board today it was 
learned that the plan to sell direct 
from the American farm to the 
British co-operative consumer had 
not developed to such a point 
where it would be possible to fore- 
cast how much the British society 
would handle if the plans went 
through. It was hoped that the 
Chicago meeting would result in 
an agreement to ship direct a 
considerable quantity of American 
wheat through the grain co-opera- 
tive to the English cpnsumers. The 
British representatives while here 
seemed more interested in reaching 
an agreement at this time on wheat 
and tobacco than on any other 
American products.

The race was sailed in light vari. 
able winds, which never blew at 
more than eight or nine knots. 

Fog, which delayed the starting 
of the race for more than a hour, 
lifted as it progressed and the fin- 
ish was in clear, almost lifeless air. 

The first race of the series, 
sailed over a 30-mile leeward and 
windward course in the open sea 
southeast of Newport, was won 4de- 
cisively by the American defender. 

Enterprise, ably skippered by 
Harold 8. Vanderbilt, led from 
start to finish, though the race 
was close enough at several stages 
of the leeward run when the Amer- 
ican boat was not more than 6¢ 
yards in front. The slim, trim 
Yankee-built sloop had a margin 
of two minutes and seven seconds 
at the 15-mile mark. On the leg 

home Enterprise inereased its 
lead to two minutes and 62 sec- 
onds. 

The gap between defender and 
challenger might have been much 
wider had ‘not Skipper Vanderbilt, 
either by choice or necessity, lost 
at least a minute's advantage in 
taking an extra hitch to get across 
the finish line. 

Wins By Nearly 3 Minutes. 

Enterprise's elapsed time was 4 
hours, 32 minutes and 48 seconds 
and Shamrock’s 4:06:40, for the 
30 mile course.

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$1000 Turtle Derby 
Attracts Only 2000 


About Half of These. Leave Before ‘the Big 
Event’ Gets Under Way at 
The Arena, 


Turtle racing came to St. Louis 
last night at The Arena and its re- 
ception was nothing to cause pro- 
moters to imagine the Texas sport 


had caught the local fancy. 

Less than 2000 persons turned 
out for the $1000 derby. Almost 
half of these left before the elimi- 
nation races had been run, indicat- 
ing they considered the situation a 
bit thick and the sport lacking in 
excitement. Besides, Amos and 
Andy and Flyod Gibbons were due 
on the air and there was just time 
to get home. 

Five of the 10 elimination races 
were run off before a small crowd 
in the afternoon, the remaining 
five being on the evening program 
preceding the derby. The five tur- 
tles, or more accurately, terrapins, 
finishing first in the heats, were 
entitled to compete in the derby. 
Each terrapin was numbered, the 
number corresponding to the num- 
ber on a ticket held by someone 
who paid $2 for the privilege. 

Owner of Winner Absent. 

The number of the winning en- 
try was announced, but no one 
came forward to claim the entry 
and it was assumed the winning 
ticket holder had either departed 
earlier or not come at all. Offi- 
cials of the Jackson Johnson Jr. 
post of the American Legion, 
which sponsored the races, said 
the prizes would be awarded at 
the post headquarters, 3460 Lin- 
dell boulevard, tomorrow evening 
at 8 o'clock. Second prize was 
$500 and third prize $250. 

The races were run in a circle 
on the floor of The Arena, 100 feet 
in diameter. Into a small pen in 
the center the terrapins were 
dumped from bushel baskets and 


turned right side up, if they landed 
on their backs, to insure a fair 
start. Then the barrier was lifted. 

Not being of a gregarious nature, 
the entries started off immediately 
in all directions. The majority, 
being in a hopeless muddle in the 
center, never did get started. Only 
the few lucky enough to be on the 
edge of the pen had a chance. 

When Sniffs Are Fatal. 

. These waddled away from the 
mob, lifted their heads for a few 
sniffs at the air and set out as if 
bound for a goal. Frequently, a 
terrapin would get far in the lead 
and stop for additional sniffs, to be 
passed by those which disdained to 
sniff. Others made fast time to 
the rim of the circle, enly to de- 
cide that here was a swell line to 
follow. The course would be 
changed accordingly. As the rac- 
ers had to get all four feet outside 
the circle, this complicated. mat- 
ters. 

Officials waited outside the 
circle ready to blow a whistle an- 
nouncing the arrival of winners 
and the numbers were relayed to 
the crowd by a man with a 
megaphone. 

The winner of the derby showed 
speed from the outset. He (or she) 
broke loose from the mob and 
“went to town,” pursuing a 
straight course. Two feet from 
the rim there was a halt and the 
crowd laughed as the leader stood 
stock still and sniffed the air, try- 
ing to get bearings. The delay was 
but momentary for in a few more 
seconds he had shot across the 
line, slow motion, and waddled 
into fame. It was rather a re- 
versal of ferm as the winner fin- 
ished fourth in his elimination 
trial.

Because he performed an autop- 
sy without the Coroner’s consent 
and removed the bullet from Reed's 
body, Dr. Harold C. Herrick of the 
hospital staff was arrested and 
booked as suspected of destroying 
material evidence, Dr. Herrick 
posted $2500 bond to insure his 
appearance at the inquest tomor- 
row and declined to discuss his ac- 
tion. 

Deputy Coroner Hurley, who re- 
quested the arrest, said he learned 
of the autopsy when the city’s un- 
dertaker telephoned from the hos- 
pital that he was being compelied 
to wait for the body. Hurley said 
he questioned Dr. Herrick, who 
said he had just completed an au- 
topsy, arguing that he was within 
his rights, inasmuch as he had ob- 
tained the permission of Reed's 
family. 

Reed and Manuel, with their 
wives in the rear seat of the auto- 
mobile, drove into the alley behind 
Reed’s home, where Mrs. Reed got 
out to open the garage door. Mrs. 
Manuel, who remained in the @r, 
related afterward that two men 
appeared at the side of the ma- 
chine, where one of them, in a low 
voice, told the occupants to raise 
their hands. 

Manuel apparently did not hear 
the order and started to get out 
of the machine. The man fired as 
Manuel stepped out the door. The 
women did not hear a second shot 
bit neighbors said another report 
was heard a few seconds later.

Next week the assembly, after 
two more days of review. will get 
down to hard work on the floag 
and in committee. Wednesday 
three non-permanent members of 
the council will be elected and 
afterward “the regular committees 
will tackle the problems that have 
been-submitted. Among these, the 
outstanding one is the Briand plan 
for a European federation. Ob- 
servers generally expect that Bri- 
and’s plan will be submitted to 
the sixth, or political, commission 
of the League, of which the French 
Foreign Minister is a member. 
They think it will then be turned 
over to a spgcial committee ap- 
pointed either by the council or 
by the sixth commission itself to 
be studied and reported on at the 
next assembly. The selection «f a 
successor to Charles Evans Hughes 
for the regular term of the World 
Court is also on the week's pro- 
gram. 

Observers consider it virtually 
certain that Frank B. Kellogg will

The competition will be 72 holes 
of medal play, 18 Friday, 18 Sat- 
urday and 36 Sunday. Only those 
with the 64 low scores and ties will 
be permitted to play the 36-hole 
final Sunday. 

In size of money prize, the tour- 
nament will equal the Los Angeles 
open tournament, the third largest 
held during the year. The Agua 
Caliente open, with a $25,000 prize 
fund, is the largest and the La 
Groce open with $15,000 is second. 

This will be the fourth annual 
St. Louis open, although during 
the last three years the entrants 
have been restricted largely to 
local players. Jim Manion, Nor- 
mandie amateur, won the St. Louis 
open, held at Bellerive, last year 
with a score of 135 for 36 holes.

MERCUR BARRED 
FROM PLAYING 


IN AMATEUR - 


TENNIS EVENTS 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13. — Fritz 


Mercur of Bethlehem, Pa., No. 6 
in the national tennis ranking, has 


forfeited his amateur standing and 
has been declared ineligible to com- 


pete in tournaments and matches 
held under the auspices of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Associ- 
ation, it was announced today by 
President Louis B. Dailey of the 
U. 8. L. T. A, 

The announcement said charges 
against Mercur presented by the 


-| amateur rule committee of the As- 


sociation were sustainsd by the ex- 
ecutive committee at a meeting last 
night, the result of which was not 
made known until this afternoon. 
The executive committee found 


he had violated a section of the 
by-laws of the association, there- 
by forfeiting his amateur status as 
a tennis player. 

The. article in question provides 
that this penalty shall be imposed 
for ‘playing, coaching, instructing, 
or demonstrating tennis or other 
athletic exercise, or mA&aintaining 
tennis or other athletic facilities as 
a means of livelihood or for any 
other remuneration.” 

Specifically, officials of the U. 
S. L. T. A. said, Mercur was found 
guilty of entering an amateur 
tournament at the Holly -Valley 
Club in Michigan beginning July 
29 of last year on condition that 
he receive several customers for 
insurance in return for his ap- 
pearance there. Mercur is an in- 
Surance salesman. 

Mercur is known as one of the 
best players in the game when in 
top form, but has a reputation as 
an in and outer. His play this 
season was below par and as a re- 
sult he was not “seeded” in the 
national singles championship de- 
spite his high ranking and was put 
out in the second round on Mon- 
day by Berkeley Bell. 

In 1928 Mercur scored a brilliant 
victory over Bill Tilden in 


Y., and in the same year he was 
defeated by Helen Wills in an ex- 
hibition match at Forest Hills that 
caused much comment.

OW many disappointments 

result may be learned from 
the fact that futurity fields 
number about 20 starters; s0 
that 1980 failures or semifailures 
were recorded last year. This 
year the number of mares nom- 
inated was 1991 and the money 
maid to the winner slightly less 
than in 1929. 

The futurity has always result- 
ed in a great race and it also 
lends great zest to breeders of 
racing thoroughbreds. 

The race itself has developed 
' {m distance, value and size, but 
is no better in quality than on 
the day when the great Proctor 
Knott sealed his own fame by 
his victory in the first Futurity. 

Originally the race was run 
over a “Futurity course” of 
slightly under six furlongs. It 


was. next increased to full six 
furlongs, and today it is seven 
furlongs—a much better test. 


One Futurity Winner Unbeaten. 
HE winners of Futurity races 
invariably have proved great 

horses. Four of the champions 
were unbeaten in their 2-year-old 


season—The Butterflies, Domino, 
Colin and Pennant. Three of 
them never suffered a _ defeat 
after winning the Futurity— 
Artful, Colin and Man O’” War. 
And one of them was unbeaten 
during his entire racing career 
—the great Colin. 

It is also necessary to add that 
although only one horse can win 
each year, and nearly 2000 do not 
even go to the post, not-all of 
the beaten or non-starting horses 
are failures in fact. 

An example is in the case of 
the great horse Sysonby, which 
suffered the only defeat of his 
career in the Futurity, Artful 
winning that season.

By that I mean that a league can 
be well balanced in strength and its 
pennant winner can look bad in the 
big series because the other league 
has a standout team. Take the 
1917 White Sox or the 1927 Yan- 
kees or the 1929 Mackmen. They 
surely stood out, and still the Na- 
tional League in those years might 
have had: more playing strength as 
a whole than the American. 

That's why I wouldn't predict 
that an all-star team from our 
league could beat an all-National 
team, or that the all-Nationals 
should win. But it brings up an 
interesting discussion for the fans. 


Stars on Both Clubs. 


Having just finished picking an 
all-star team from the two leagues, 
I found no trouble picking two 
teams, as this Cincinnati fan sug- 
gested. I had been following the 
work of the leading players and it 
was easier to pick them this way 
than picking the stars for one team.

- Specific relief was given to agriculture by the 
Farm Loan act, which established a system of farm 
loan banks to lend money to farmers for long periods 
and at low rates of interest.

“e WOuld De no need for reconsideration 
today were it not for eontinuing unemploy- 
ment and industria! depression. The new 
question which arises is whether a restric- 
tion of the freedom to import would in any 
degree and at what rice help us over- 
come the problem of unemplorment and all 
the secondary social problems that arise 
from it. 

The classical Free Trade case which was 
argued in 1996 was irrefutably convincing 
to anybody of normal! intelligence who ap- 
proached the matter without preconception. 
That cannot be said today. The ‘Free Trade 
case, however sound it may be. is not now 
valid in the absolute and universal sense 
that it was supposed te be 20 years ago 
That is because of the new and unexpected 
probiem of continuing unemployment. Be- 
fore the war, when there was no large per- 
manent reservoir of unemployed. the net 
effect of a tariff, even though it compelled 
the manufacture of gveods in this country 
which would otherwise have been made 
abroad, would have been only a shifting, not 
an increase. of employment. 

This shifting, on the assumption that 
capital and labor, if left to themselves, could 
generally be expected to find their most 
prefitable use, would be an economic )oss. 
The new question which presents itself is 
whether it is possible and desirable, by 
means of a restriction of imports, to find 
work for the workless. to make this country 
more nearly self-supporting. and to save 
Gurseives the cost and degradation of main- 
taining sO large an army of men and women 
in idleness. The price to be paid would 
arise directly from the presumably less ef- 
ficient and mere costly manufacture at 
home of goods which were formerly im- 
ported. Un the other hand, the direct cost 
of unemployment insurance is now ever 
260,000,000 a year. The indirect social cost 
of unemployment is incalculable. 

~ * os 

This is not. of course, the enly new prob- 
lem raised in the tariff controversy. But 
it does seem to be the root new problem 
raised since the controversy was last laid 
to rest. And Free-traders would probably 
do well to recognize that it is a problem 
which cannet be quite simply disposed of. 
The tariff controversy of the last generation 
could be settled finally by an appeal to the 
theoretical economic reasoning alone. al- 
though there were many powerful argu- 
ments of a politicn! and social kind in re- 
serve which could be brought out if needed. 

These latter arguments. of course, still 
apply in full force. They must not be over- 
looked. But Free-traders do themselves 
some harm bv assuming as self-evident 
(‘which it no longer ie) that a tariff under 
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all. Since the absolute universal case 
for Free Trade can mo longer be appeaicd 
t as careful and 
exact a calculation as possibie of the advan- 
tages which a tariff might reasonably 
expected to bring and to set against them 
disadvantages. 

Free-traders must argu- 
ments much more closely to the actual cir- 
cumstances of the day ttan they have been 
habit of doing. If Free Trade is to 
survive through the existing industria! 
stress this becomes, indeed. an urgent ne- 
cessity. 

There are, however 
siderations which make it exceedingly un- 
likely that the balance of advantage in 
favor of Free Trade has been seriously up- 
set. In the first place, the Protectionist 
case rests upon the fact of severe unem- 
ployment. t is not, after all, so absolute- 
ly certain that the post-war scale of un- 
employment is a permanent feature of our 
econcmic life, and it would, of course, be a 
great mistake te divert our industria] ener- 
gies into unnutural and less productive 
channels in order to meet what proved to 
be a temporary emergency. 
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certain broad con- 


Again, the limits of any possible advan- 
lage to be derived from a tariff, even un- 
der present circumstances, are at best very 
narrow A tariff could net help the cot- 
ton or any other of the great exporting 
trades in which. roughly. two-thirds of our 
uhemployed are concentrated. The effect 
of a general tariff would be to raise prices, 
and this must react disadvantageously up- 
on those trades which found their costs of 
production raised without any compensat- 
ing power of raising the prices of their own 
Products. For the same reason the gen- 
eral level of real wages would be lowered 
by a tariff. Many econemists would say 
that this would be no bad thing: but it 
would, at all events, be a most unsettling 
thing and productive of many labor dis- 
putes. 

The Trade Unions Congress might reflect 
a littie more upon it before lending any 
further encouragement to half-baked no- 
tions of Imperial tariffs. If wage-earners 
in the sheltered industries were able to se- 
cure compensating rises of money wuges., 
wage-earners in the unsheltered industries 
would probabiy be unable to do se. and the 
existing disharmony in wage rates (which 
is itself a potent cause of unempiloyinent ) 
would be further exaggerated. Broadly 
speaking, it is evident that the provision of 
more employment in the home industries. 
involving as it would a further handicap on 
the exporting industries, coulg not be re- 
garded as a hopeful way of attacking the 
general probiem of unem ploy ment.

Woodcock were sucgessful in his 
new position, the rest of the coun- 
try might think that the free state 
of Maryland had been converted 


to prohibitionism. 

“The Sun has always treated me 
fairly,” Woodcock said. “There 
was one attack which I probably 
brought upon myself by not being 
clear in a statement I made. This 
was shortly after the Jones law, 
making a prohibition violation a 
felony, was enacted.* I pointed out 
that under the common law that if 
a person saw a felony committed 
and did not report it to the author- 
ities, such person became a party 
to the felony and could be prose- 
cuted. I had in mind police ob- 
servations of prohibition felonies, 
but did not make myself clear. 
The Sun evolved the idea that I 
was trying to make felons of all 
private citizens taking a drink. My 
position as to the policemen was 
sustained by Gov. Ritchie of Mary- 
land and the Baltimore Chief of 
Police.” : 


Task Comparatively Simple. 


W oodcock’s administration prob- 
ably will not be spectacular. He 
proposes no striking innovations. 
but he has high ideals for his per- 
sonnel. Gem Andrews announced 
the same high ideals, but he found 
that theory was far different from 
practice. : 

The present tasks confronting 
Woodcock are relatively simple 
compared with the obstacles that 
faced Andrews after the Haynes 
regime of politics.

of prohibition agents Woodcock 
has already established a training 
school for agents. By eliminating 
strong-arm methods from enforce- 
ment he hopes to eliminate some 
of the resentment ordinary citizens 
have against official arrogance and 
brutality. The school will have two 
objectives—to improve the morale 
of the prohibition personnel and to 
instruct agents in the law as it re- 
fers to prohibitioh enforcement. 
The main school will be in Wash- 
ington and will be attended by se- 
lected men from the field. Aftcr 
these men have completed a 
month's course they will return to 
the districts to take charge of lo- 
cal schools. 

“These schools,” said Woodcock, 
“are intended to train agents in 
methods of gathering evidence, in 
substantive law and in habits 
of discipline. They are intended 
to teach that integrity and intelli- 
gence are the’ qualities we wish; 
to train the agents to act always 
as gentlemen, to use brain instead 
of brawn and to use weapons only 
for defense. They are expected 
to aid in building up an esprit de 
corps by showing that the busi- 
ness of detecting crime is a pro- 
fession in itself in which a person 
may take pride. The schools are 
the medium through which we 
hope to impress upon the agents 
our fundamental policy, that this 
law be enforced fairly, honestly, 
earnestly and legally.” 

Woodcock has high hopes for 
his schools. In the army he was 
known as a strict disciplinarian, as 
was Gen. Andrews, who also tried 
to impress his subordinates with 
the necessity of believing in esprit 
de corps, morale and the future of 
the prohibition service.

‘Silver Masked Tenor’ 


to appear at the St. Louis 
show, no longer is radio’s man of 
mystery. His life story, which be- 
gins on Oliver stréet in lower New 
York City, is one of the more in- 


teresting in broadcasting. 

Joe White is us Irish as Blarney 
castle. The family traced its an- 
cestry back hundreds of years and 
one of the early members of the 
family was a wandering bard. 
There was much talk-of this bard 
in the White home on Oliver 
Street, and little Joseph secretly re- 
solved to become one himself. He 
realized that ambition this year 
when he was asked to select a 
name to replace that of the Silver 
| Masked Tenor. He called himself 
“The Wandering Bard.” 

But, to go back to Oliver -Street. 
The White boy. sang from his cra- 
dle. He sank to his family and he 
sang to his pet goat. When he was 
six years old, his voice was taken 
seriously and vocal lessons were 
started. A year or two later he 
was singing soprano parts in a 
choir, and he sang in the choir 
until his voice changed. 

Then his parents decided to put 
him in some business. He went to 
work for a wholesale lace concern. 
Lace didn’t interest him and, aft- 
er a year or so, he tried a garage 
and planned a career as an auto- 
motive expert. He sang, but~just 
for the fun of it. : 

Someone heard him sing at a 
party and decided that young 
White had a voice’worth encourag- 
ing. He was persuaded to resume 
his vocal lessons. He did, and then 
the United States entered the 
World War. He enlisted in Gn en- 
gineering outfit. 

It was in the army that he met 
Judson House, another tenor des- 
tined to become one of the best 
known on the NBC neworks. Also 
he developed his strongest super-

There weren't any 
more concerts on that voyage. 


Once more White was to attempt 
to sing “My Rosary.”

His solo was interrupted 
by a German bomb, dropped 
through ‘the roof of the “concert 
hall” by a plane. ‘He has never 
tried to sing the song since. 

In France, White sang for Al-

The tenor is a man 
of mystery. No one knows his 
name. We call him the man in 
the Silver Mask.” 

Carlin’s joke kicked back. The 
idea of a masked tenor caught pop- 
ular fancy and thousands of letters 
came from listeners who wanted 
to know more about the mystery 


man, 

The sponsor of the 
realized that the idea was a good 
one. The Silver Mask was copy- 
righted and White wore a real sil- 
yer mask whenever he broadcast 
or made public appearances. His 
identity was carefully guarded, 
and as the Silver Masked Tenor he 
toured the country. Odd stories 
grew up about the silver mask. It 
was in St. Louls that White, who 
was not wearing his mask at the 
moment, overheard two women 
discussing him. 

“; have it on good authority 
that he wears that mask because a 
jealous woman threw acid in his 
face,” one woman said. 

After tours that took him into 
every part of the United States. 
White returned to radio. He 
dropped the name of the Silver 
Masked Tenor, and as Joe ‘White, 
the Wandering Bard, built"a new 
reputation.

A golden age of radia: reception, 
matching the days of 1921, will 


dawn this fall, says Radio Ree 
ing. » f ; ) 

“The sun undergoes ‘a reduction 
in the number of. its spits every 11 
yeats,” the magazine explains, “and |, 
we are just entering the second 
period of sun spot reduction -since 
radio broadcasting has become 
general. 

“Every radio fan remembers 
how clear and distinct radio recep- 
tion was in 1920 and 1921 when 
even. a little 100-watt station could 
be heard..across the continent, 

“At that time, also, the sun was 
coming out of a sun spot maxi- 
mum. And now, 10 or 11 years 
later. we find solar history repeat- 
ing itself—and may expect that 
radio history will also. 

“The effect of sun spots, almost 
any one of which is so large that 
the earth could be.dropped into it. 
and solar prominences.on radio and 
electro magnetic conditions on the 
earth is now well established. The 
Heaviside-Kennelly layer (which 
is the great radio reflecting plane 
100 miles above the earth's sur- 
face), has been falling steadily for 
the last five- or six years, chang- 
ing the transmission constants of 
all radio waves. It is the height 
of this reflecting layer which de- 
termines the “bouncing” of the 
radio sky waves, and so controls 
distance reception. As the sun epot 
conditions quiet down and this 
Heaviside-Kennelly layer rises to 
its 1920 level, radio conditions will 
be again restored to those of the 
haicyon days of 1920 and 1921. 

“Although radio has.not been 
studied long enough to connect its 
cyctic vagaries fully with the 11- 
year sun spot period on many other 
earthly events, such as weather. 
rainfall, lake levels, etc., is well 
demonstrated. 

Records of the old Hudson Bay 
Co., going back fiearly 300 years, 
show that the seasons of heavy 
pelts and furs have recurred regu- 
larly every 11 years, as the animals 
protected, themselves against the 
severe winters of those seasons.

New Bosch Receivers 

Two new Bosch lines of receivers 
have been developed. One uses an 
eight-tube chassis, which has four 
screen-grid tubes in the r. f. and 
detector stages and two audio 
Stages, the final one with 45 type 
tubes in push pull. This has five 
tuned circuits, so is exceptionally 
selective. The entire receiver unit 
is mounted in the cabinet with 
sponge rubber to prevent micro- 
phonic tube noises. 

A custom-built Bosch line, using 
the same receiver chassis, has a 
12-inch dynamic speaker, adjust- 
able tone cone control, receiver ad- 
justment to any aerial, a “speaker 
mute” to do away with burst of: 
noise as one passes powerful sta- 
tions in tuning, full automatic vol- 
ume control with a tuning meter, 
a phonograph connection and 
“line-o-lite” tuning which throws 
a hairline of light on the exact 
place on the dial where a station 
comes in best.

Silver-Marshall 
Receivers Now Are 
Superheterodynes 


Announcement that the new Sil- 
ver-Marshal] receivers were to be 
superheterodynes did not come as 
a surprise to many listeners, for 
they recalled the Silver “supers” 
designed seven years ago by Mc- 
Murdo Silver, president of the com- 
pany. 

The new “super” is a2 nine-tube 
set, employing five screen-grid 
tubes, a 27 oscillator tube, two 45 
power tubes and an 80 rectifier, 
with, of course, a dynamic speaker. 
It utilizes dual pre-selection, pre- 
ceding a screen grid r. f. amplifier 
tube, a tuned input screen grid 
first detector, a 27 oscillator, two 
ecreen grid intermediate r. f. am- 
plifiers and a screen grid power 
detector, each of these last three 
tubes having dual tuned selector 
transformers. The detector feeds 
directly into the speciaily equalized 
45 push-pull audio stage, and then 
into the speaker. 

A total of 10 tuned circuits in- 
sures an order cf seicctivity so 
high that a careless operator can 
actually tune over a station with- 
out hearing it. Despite this ex- 
treme selectivity, the higher audio 
tones are preserved in the output 
by the compensated audio amplii- 


fier, so that frequencies from about 


40 to 4000 cycles are reproduced

Capt. Sparks Tells 
Radio Dealers That 


Depression Is Over 


Manufacturer of Receivers 
Visits St. Louis to Address 
the Sparton Club. 


“The depression just past is only 
what we must go through occa- 
sionally. We are on our way up. 
The only thing necessary now is to 
work hard and stop whining,” So 
Capt. William Sparks, president of 
the Sparks-Withington Co. . of 
Jackson, Mich., told some 150 deal- 
ers who attended a dinner meet-. 
ing of the Sparton Club at the Ho- 
tel Coronado Thursday night. 

Capt. Sparks declared that pe- 
riods of business prosperity and 
depression alternated, and that he 
himself had passed through five 
such cycles. Recovery is well un- 
der way, he declared, discussing his 
observations on a tour of the coun- 
try from the Mississippi River to 
the Atlantic Coast, and down into 
the South. “The thing is over,” 
he réiterated. “But we must make 
the whiners stop and work.” 

Cdpt. Sparks followed his cus- 
tom at convention meetings by giv- 
ing away five Sparton radio sets at 
the dinner. 

Earl Brower, sales manager of 
the Sparks-Withington Co., told 
the dealers that they must gear 
their business to the idea that 
radio sales were becoming less and 
less a matter of selling in the store 
and more of going to the customer. 
He discussed at length the success 
of the Sparton scholarship plan, 
which he said was having a tre- 
mendous response from the youth 
of the country. 

A new Sparton combination, 
Model 103, was shown at the meet- 
ing. With two stages of push pull 
audio, the final one using two 50 
type tubes, it has great volume and 
realism of reproduction. It auto- 
matically handles and changes 20 
to 25 records. 

Capt. Sparks said that the new 
Sparton automobile set had been 
three years in development, and 
that he himself had used one for 
$000 miles of travel before letting 
it go on the market. 

Sparton receivers use the Equa- 
sonne circuit, in whose develop- 
ment Prof. Roy Glasgow of Wash- 
ington U., St. Louis, had a hand. 
This is based on band pass filter 
tuning, with which Sparton has 


had perhaps the longest experience | 


of any of the larger radio manu- 
facturers. 

Eugene J. Straus and Sidney 
Landau of the E. J. Straus Radio 
Co., Sparton distributer, were hosts 
at the meeting.

That singing brought work in Chi- 
eago for larger stations and also 
for motion picture house presenta- 
tions. 

When that work was over, she 
returned to Memphis, her home at 
the time, and while in a music 
store chanced to meet a represen- 
tative of the Victor Co. This meet- 
ing took her to New York to make 
a test record, and the test result- 
ed in a contract. The next acci- 
dent occurred in a New York 


music publisher's office, when she | 


met Dale Winbrow. He introduced 
her to the Columbia Chain offi- 
cials and an audition.

The new Grebe receivers come in 
two lines—the SK4 and the AH1— 
both of which use the same num- 
ber and kind of tubes. Both chassis

filter tuning principle and pre- 
selection, to prevent “cross talk” 
from entering the receiver.

For example, the “colortone” 
insures retaining the treble notes 
even when the deepest bass is em- 
phasized.

Cabinets of Grebe receivers are 
unusually massive and of art de- 
sign.

enteenth and Eighteenth centuries,

N atural Water Resources Assure an Ade- 
quate Present and Future Supply for Do- 
mestic and Commercial Purposes.

There is no more reliable meas- 
ure of the civic and industrfal pos- 
sibilities of any locality than is af- 
forded by its water resources and 
their utilization for human needs, 
according to George C. Smith, head 
of the St. Louis Industrial Bureau. 

The quantity and quality of a 
community's water supply is one 
of the basic factors controlling its 
health, population growth and in- 
dustrial development. 

The St. Louis industrial district 
posseses such an abundance of 
ratural water resources, together 
with excellent facillties for purifi- 
cation and distribution, that an 
adequate present and future supply 
of water is asured for domestic 
and industrial uses. 

Natural Water Resources. 
The natural water resources are 
of two types; surface water secured 
from the rivers, and ground water 
pumped from wells. , 

The Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers constitute the major water 
resources of the area and supply 
practically all of the surface water. 
These rivers, converging at the 
northern edge of the district and 
flowing southward throc.ehb it, dis- 
charge an average volwuc im cx- 
cess of 199-billion gallons pcr day. 

This large flow of water repre-’ 
sents the entire drainage of. the 
Missouri and the upper Mississippi 
River systems. Such a quantity of 
water guarantees an ample poten- 
tial supply of water for all future 


needs. " 
The TDlinois Bottonis. 
Supplementing this supply of 


river water are the unlimited quan} 


in the Madison and St. Clair Coun-- 
ty portions of the district, known 
as the American Bottoms. 

This water can be obtained by 
| sisskcinie wells to the water-bearing 
gravel strata which underlie this 
area at depths of 100 to 125 feet 
below the general elevation of the 
ground surface, 

A number of industries raise in 
excess of 1,000,000 gallons of this 
water daily, and in some instances, 
as high as 4,600,000 gallons are 
pumped in one day without ex- 
hausting the supply. 

Besides the various companies 
which purify and distribute the 
river water, there are a number of 
large industries located along the 
Mississippi River which draw large 
quantities of the raw water direct- 
ly from the river.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Con- 
struction activities slumped abrupt- 
ly last week as reported by the 
Census Bureau. The following to-

Department Reports Increased In- 
quiry for Industrial Sites. | 


A revival of interest In the last 
few weeks in the industrial real 
estate market is reported by the 
real estate department of the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank and Trust 
Co. This company, specializing in 
the handling of industrial real es- 
tate, has noted increased inquiries 
for factory ground, particularly on

If this is the case, it pre- 
sages a general revival of all real 
estate since it is held by good opin- 
ion that real estate activity must 
begin with the industrial phase 
first.

Contract Said to Be Largest

About 6000 piles, 25, 30 and 35

FOR LAKE FOREST 


Installation to Cost About $30,- 
000; All Wires to Go 
Underground.

Additional improvements that 
will cost nearly $30,000 got under 
way last week at Lake Forest, new 
residence district at Clayton and 


Hanley roads, when workmen be- 
gan construction of a street light- 
ing system and an underground 
system of electric light wires. 

About 560 light standards, de« 
signed especially for the subdi- 
vision, will be installed along the 
winding asphalt drives, according to 
Shaw & Francis, sales agents for 
the property. Cost of the work, 
which is being done by the Burke 
Electrical Co., will be approximate- 
ly $8000. 

Installation of light wires, which 
will cost about $20,000, follows the 
policy of the developers of Lake 
Forest to eliminate entirely any 
overhead poles and wires in the 
subdivision.

Tes season will open at the Odeon 

on Oct. 31 and it has been defi- 
nitely decided to have but three 
conductors during the winter—~Ar- 
bos, Viadimir Goischmann and 
Georg Szell.

OR some obscure reason, early 
F sctums and crime seem to be 

associated in the New 
York theater. Perhaps it is a trs- 
dition, perhaps mere accideuft At 
any rate the first weeks of the new 
season are full nod bodies, guus, 
cops, rackets and district attorneys, 
but of as little excitement as mays 
be had by winding one’s watch 
Why not frankly call August or 
September, or both of them, Crime 
Month, pack them full of murder, 
and then forget it? I, for one, am 
willing to forget crime for a while. 
It is so often, as served up by the 
dramatists, the least thrilling of 
human activities. 

Crime, murder, or mystery plays 
may be divided into three types. 
First come the spooky mystery, in 
which bodies fall out of closets, 
hands point through sliding panels, 
lights go out while the audience 
shrieks, and Chinamen talk pidgin 
English. Next, the racketeer-gang- 
ster-tough guy melodrama con- 
cerned with bootleggers, dope ped- 
dlers or gamblers, in the order 
named. Third the woman-and- 
district-attorney detective play, 
where an improbable secret is

“I only want to live for the pub- 
lic in my characters: my life off 
the screen belongs to my family, 
my friends, and me.” 

Typical of a sort of tale that was 
told of Chaney was one generally 
ascribed to Bessie Love. Miss Love 
said that she noticed Chaney busy 
about something in the _ studio 
grounds at a time she knew he 
ordinarily was working. Curious. 
she investigated, and discovered 
that he was repairing a nest from 
which a bird had fallen. It took 
him an hour altogether to get the 
nest back where it belonged with 
the bird in it. 

Chaney was distinguised for his 
kind-heartedness and helpfulness 
in a profession which is noted for 
those qualities. Nothing would be 
gained for present purposes in re- 
tailing any of the anecdotes which 
Sprang up in illustration of . his 
democratic ways with his fellow 
men, of his unassuming habits, and 
of his bent for.aiding young actors 
and actresses. 

Truth is that Chaney was pre- 
eminently the imaginative playboy 
of the screen. No one ever thought 
of seeking a character which Cha- 
ney might fit. He could fit a half- 
dozen diiferent characters, all in 
the same film. 

And he loved his job of make- 
believe. He was at work earlier 
than any other workers—stars, fea- 
tured players, or property men. 
He spent hours on his various 
make-ups, and on his props. He 
created reality in his roles, and 
found them as stimulating and re- 
freshing as a lad finds a game of 
Indians, or a lass finds playing 
house. 

Many references were made to 
the famous Chaney make-up box, 
which it is said maybe deposited 
in some museum or other. But, the 
single mention of that doll, which 
is now gathering dust, best strikes 
at the meaning of the departure 
from the land of make-believe of 
Lon Chaney. 

As a vVentriloquist’s dummy, the 
doll was as real to the actor, as the 
role he was living. And now that 
Chaney has gone, the doll has lost 
the human quality, which he gave 
it for he was an artist at creat- 
ing illusion,

trom Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, to Tell- 
er, Alaska, across the pole. They trav- 
eled at high speed in comparative com- 
fort in the heated gondolas of the 
Norge. But two years afterward even 
this modern method of pole flying was 
proved to have its serious hazards 
when Nobile’s second ship, the Italia, 
crashed on the ice with a loss of eight 
lives. 

Admiral Byrd, in a recent in- 
terview, gave high praise to An- 
dree. ‘‘Andree and his’ expedition 
have always fascinated me tremen- 
dously,’’ he said. “I always believed 
that he had the right conception of the 
best method for polar exploration, but, 
unfortunately, did not have the equip- 
ment. He was a man of great vision 
and great daring.”’ 


NDREF’S _ balloon, as com- 
pared to the Norge, was a child's 
tov on an exaggerated scale.

(to take an assistant professorship. At 
the age of 28, in 1882, he took part 
in a Swedish meteorological expedition 
to Spitzbergen. He wintered there un- 
til the following year, directing exper- 
iments and observations on atmogspher- 
ic electricity. In 1890 he became in- 
tensely interested in flying. With the 
aid of a grant from the Swedish Acad- 
emy of Science, ne began a long series 
of ballooning experiments, several 
of which nearly cost him his life. 


He presented to the Academy in 
1895 a project for exploring the North 
Pole in a balloon. The start was to be 
made from the region of Spitzbergen, 
where the balloon was to be inflated. 
It was to cost about $36,000. The 
whole thing was so minutely and care- 
fully worked out that the undertaking 
won immediate support. A national 
subscription was opened which was 
taken up in four days, largely by 
four donors, one of them being 


Alfred Nobel of Nobel Prize fame. 

‘This important detail settled, An- 
dree made several trips to all parts of 
Europe, inspecting various types of 
balloons, fabrics and equipment. He 
finally arranged to have the balloon 
constructed in Paris by two experts, 
Henri LaChambre and Alexis Machu- 
ron. The latter two wrote a book short- 
ly after the flight, in which they de 
scribed, step by step, the preparation 
for the expedition. 


HE balloon was made of 600 

pieces of pongee silk, ‘of 

best quality,’’ the authors ex- 
plain. Several thicknesses of this 
were used, the silk being cemented 
together. The envelope of pongee 
was in turn covered by a net of 
hemp cords and the upper part of the 
balloon was inclosed in a ‘‘protecting 
cover’’ of a single thickness of silk, 
varnished with four coats and vasel- 
ined. The pieces of silk used to form 
the envelope were sewed together and 
then the seams covered with a kind of 
cement. This was the most secure form 
of aerial navigation known at the time. 
Here is a description of the car in 
which they were to ride: 

‘‘In the construction of the car the 
use of iron or steel was prohibited, to 
avoid interfering with the action of the 
magnetic instruments. Its form is cyl- 
indrical, measuring about six and a 
half feet in diameter from center to 
center of its sides, which are of cane 
basket-work, mounted on a framework 
of chestnut wood; eight handles of 
wickerwork are attached to the cyl- 
indrical part, at a convenient height, 
to facilitate its transportation. The 
bottom is strengthened by wooden 
crossbeams, placed externally and fas- 
tened to the basket-work by bolts and 
brass plates put on the inside.” 

There were windows in this beau- 
tiful wicker clothes hamper. And the 
roof was so strengthened that two of 
the explorers might stand on it, using 
it as an observation platform, while 
the third was inside. The interior of

drogen, had been safely got on board. 
It was a tremendous occasion. Nearly 
100,000 people crowded the dock. 
There were final speeches, final toasts. 
The ladies of Gothenburg presented a 
flag they had made themselves. And 
finally the Virgo steamed out into the 
open sea. 

Two weeks later they were at Little 
Dane’s Island, lying deep in the Arc- 
tic sea, buried under perpetual snows. 
There was a great deal of work to be 
done. It was difficult to transfer 
the great cases from the Virgo to 
land in the absence of any quay what- 
soever. Then members of the crew 
of the Virgo, under the direction of 
two carpenters, began the erection of 
a special shed, four stories in height, 
to protect the balloon when it should 
be inflated. Operations were impeded 
by snow and ice. 

But they lived well and were happy 
nevertheless, going on occasional! hunt- 
ing and brief exploring trips. Bad 
weather interferred with assembling 
the ship. But when it stormed they had 
pleasant quarters on the Virgo. With 
the shed completed at last, first steps 
were taken to inflate the balloon. The 
hydrogen generating apparatus was 
set up.and gradually the great bag be- 
gan to fill. 

On July 27 the balloon was fully 
inflated, everything was ready. There 
were elaborate stores, cans of pre- 
served foods of all kinds, chocolate, 
compressed bread, condensed milk, 
champagne, claret, alcohol, fresh wa- 
ter, butter. The device which the ex- 
plorers had provided for cooking their 
food is somehow so characteristic of 
the whole expedition that it must be 
described in LaChambre’s words. (It 
was impossible to have fire very close 
to the balloon, which was inflated with 
the highly explosive hydrogen): 


OP 00 apparatus for cooking the 
food consisted of a_ cylin- 
der, suspended by a strap 35 
feet below the car; along the 
strap a rubber tube runs; inside the 
cylinder a spirit lamp is lighted by 
being brought in contact with a match 
ignited with the aid of a small, very 
simple contrivance, worked by a cord.

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana. 
AN Y Americans 
may have the idea 
that sex problems,

but that isn’t so at 
ull. Explorers are coming back from 
the Mayan ruins with evidence that 
long before Christianity an advanced 
race of beings lived in the tropical 
jungles of Yucatan and grappled with 
virtually all the problems Americans 
have except flat tires, radio static and 
endurance flights. 

New light on the delightful, compli- 
eated, fighting, reveling, artistic civ- 
jlization of the Mayan race is brought 
back to the United States by Dr. Frans 
Blom, head of the Department of Mid- 
die American Research of Tulane Uni- 
versity at New Orleans. 

Love and liquor, athletics and war. 
prohibition and the eternal triangle 
were old, old stuff to the Mayans when 
European gentlemen were pushing 
one another around in tournaments. 
They had trial marriage. They had di- 
voree. They had money. They had their 
“absinthe” for the neavy drinkers and 
their ‘“‘beer’ for the light drinkers. 
They had baptism and christening. 
They had a ball game faster than base- 
hall and rougher than football. They 
had marriage by parental arrangement 
like the French, and marriage for love 
like the Americans. They had their

The life of the Mayan Indians, as 
Dr. Blom’s research pictures it, was 
fascinating. 

Children were named usually the 
day after they were born. Their names 
were based on the day of the week on 
which they were born, or on the month 
of the year, or on flowers or gems, 
just as girls today are named May and 
June, Pansy and Violet, Pearl and 
Ruby. 

They couldn’t be married 
unless they were baptized. 

And they were baptized in 
a beautiful, poetic cere- 
mony. The chief priest of 
the city or town performed 
it. They called him Ah- 
Kin, which is translated as 
The Lord Sun. He gathered 
the water for the baptism. 
It was dew, shaken from 
leaf and petal of flowers. In 
it were thrown other flow- 
ers, each with a ceremonial 
significance. He blessed the 
mixture. Then he thrust a 
stick into it and passed the 
drenched stick over the 
forehead and eyes of the 

child. 

The boys and girls grew 
up nude,. playing together 
with the freedom of Ameri- 
can childrén in the back 
yards of any Middle West- 
ern town. Clothes never 
bothered them until they 
became adolescent. 

Clothes didn't bother

The Mayans had a drink they called 
balche. It was made by soaking the 
bark of the balche tree in water, add- 
ing honey and letting nature take its 
course.

“IT knew she would do it,’ he is re- 
ported to have told the police who 
called him.

LONDON. 

UEEN MARY of England has 

loaned to the London Museum 

the most remarkably life-like 

model of Queen Elizabeth, the 

sole one in existence. It 

shows the Queen in original fabrics of 
the time, exactly as she appeared on 
a gala night in 1588, at which time 
the Queen was 55, and had been reign- 
ing 30 years. This exquisite figure is 
the result of the combined work of 
Havard Thomas and Miss M. Con- 
stable, sculptors and modelers, after 
many years of historic research, and 


gives the visitor of today a most vivid 
and exact portrait of the famous ruler 
at the height of her career. 

The model is one of the outstand- 
ing features of what might be called 
London's youngest ‘and yet most En- 
glish museum. It is situated in the 
famous Stafford House completed by 
the Duke of Sutherland in 1841, and 
kept by the Dukes of Sutherland until 
1912 as a town house. It is of his- 
torical and architectural interest as 
one of the last and largest of the 
London mansions of the “old no- 
bility.” In 1913 Viscount Lever- 
hulme acquired the lease and pre- 
sented it to the nation. 

The building was renamed Lan- 
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caster House. Under the encourage- 
ment of their Majesties a museum has 
been built up here since 1913, which 
includes many collections made else- 
where over a long period of time. The 
museum today covers the history of 
London from earliest times until now 
In connection with the Tudor period. 
of which the figure of Elizabeth is the 
finest example, there are woolen caps 
and leather shoes of the time recently 
dug up in various parts of London. 
There is also a sampler with the 
Royal Arms and Queen. Elizabeth's 
cipher. Considering the immense 
period of time which has elapsed, 
the perishable fabrics are in an 
unusually fine condition

SYDNEY, Australia. 
N THE one hand, 
exalted office, high 
honor and rank 
among the § first 
citizens of the Com- 
monwealth. On the 
other, great riches, 
the gift of a dead 

; friend, the lure of 
business and the 
call of sport——‘'The sport of Kings.” 

This was the choice thrust upon 
Sir Adfian Aeex, K.C.20.G., P.C.. 
C.M.G., Chief Justice of the Common- 
wealth of Australia, by the death of 
his closest friend, John Brown, mil- 
lionaire colliery owner, who from 
pit boy became the ‘‘Coal Baron" of 
Australia and a strange figure of mys- 
tery and power. 

John Brown, in his will, named Sir 
Adrian as a joint beneficiary with his 
manager, Thomas Armstrong, in an 
estate estimated to be worth at least 
$10,000,000, ineluding one of the 
largest racing stud farms in the world 
—the Darbalara Estate. 

Sir Adrian embraced the gift, re- 
linquished his lofty title, stepped down 
from the bench, and with this human 
gesture completed one of the most ro- 
mantic life stories in the history of 
this young Commonwealth. 

Twenty-five years ago John Brown 
and Sir Adrian Knox met for the first 
time. The former Chief Justice then 
was a brilliant King’s Counsel. Each 
recognized in the other qualities of 
mental brfiliance, which fused their 
relationship of client and counsel into 
a warmer, more intimate link of 
friendship, atrengthening with the 
passing years. 


N THE death of John Brown 
() us March, the depth of that 

friendship was revealed by 
gift which, in its munificence, was 
without parallel. in Australia. 

John Brown for years was a man 
of iron behind a mask of mystery. 
Anonymity was his cloak and his 
strength. Behind its barriers he 
built up a mighty fortune and the 
power of a prince. The public saw 
him rarely. No man of prominence 
was less prominent. He never spoke 
from the platform, he never courted 
municipal or political honors. From 
his home to his office by the shortest 
route was his daily journey, and the 
lure of society, the call of the stage, 
the friendship of the multitude had 
no magic for him. 

His father was a small colliery pro- 
prietor but John Brown's vision was 
not limited by the black walis of the 
coal pit where he tolled as alad. He 
saw the stupendous wealth of the New- 
castie coal. fields, and with a needle 
mind schemed and bargained till he 
obtained the lease of a mine. 


That was the door which, flung 
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open, revealed to him a world of 
wealth. With the cultivation of over- 
seas markets he secured mine after 
mine until finally he stood unchal- 
lenged——a Colossus of Coal. 

Early in life he married and early 
in life his wife died. He had no fam- 
ily. With her died the lighter side of 
life for him. His hobbies were horse 
racing and poultry breeding. Under 
the pseudonym of ‘‘Mr. J. Baron” he 
had a procession of glittering sue- 
cesses. 


NE of his greatest horses was 
() Prince Foote, which annexed 

among other triumphs, the far- 
famed Melbourne Cup, which is to 
the Australian turf what their derbies 
are to Epsom and Kentucky. 

He probably was the largest private 
breeder in the world—private in the 
sense that he did not breed for the 
market. Each season he would select 
a batch of thoroughbreds to represent 
him on the race course, and it always 
was a matter for wonder what he did 
with each season's foals. Unless to 
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oblige a close friend, he never would 
permit an outside mare to visit any 
of the stallions at the stud. His

Peterson himself had championship 
ambitions by now. He was handi- 
capped, of course, by the fact that he 
had begun playing so late. Hoppe, at 
14. was more than a match for Peter- 
son at 23. But the latter was far 
from being discouraged. 

A year or two later at Fargo, North 
Dakota, where Peterson had acquired 
a billiard parlor of his own, he had 
the satisfaction of beating the future 
champion, 200 to 218. Hoppe was on 
the road with his father, meeting al! 
comers. Shortly after this Peterson 
came to St. Louis and in 1904 estab- 
lished his own billiard rooms.

When Hoppe won the world's cham- 
pionship in Paris in 1906, by defeat- 
ing Maurice Vignaux, he cabled Peter- 
son and asked him to become his 
coach.

“Dear Friend Charies: 

“Just a line to let you know that

son was Hoppe’s coach and trainer for 
all match and tournament play. It 
wasn't a steady job because Peterson 
was pretty well occupied in St. Louis 
building up a business. But for two 
or three weeks before each big game, 
he would go over every single point 
with Hoppe. 
Hoppe was en- 
tirely willing 
to accept di- 
rections. And 
Peterson 
would give 
him daily in- 
struc tions, 
make him 
follow a mi- 
nute regimen, 
calling for 
hours of in- 
tensive prac- 
tice. 

But back in 1910 Peterson had not 
given up his own championship hopes. 
He was working hard to improve his 
game, day in and day out. The bright 
hope of the championship was always 
the incentive. In the early part of that 
year he was averaging 100 points an 
inning which was absolutely top-notch 
billiards. Only two or three others.in 
the country could touch this, including 
Hoppe. Peterson's friends were will- 
ing to back him to the limit. There 
was a kind of excitement in the air 
around his billiard rooms, a feeling 
that the championship was, maybe, 
close at hand. Then a disaster oc- 
curred, something that changed Peter- 
son's whole outlook. 

An automobile in which Peterson 
was riding was struck by a street car. 
They thought he was dead. But sev- 
eral months in a plaster cast and he 
was able to come back again to the 
table with the soft green cover and 
the three ivory balls. There was, how- 
ever, a difference. He found that his 


hand wasn’t so sure, his eye not so 
true. At first he told himself that this 
was just a temiporary condition, that he 
would get back his old form. Weeks 
and months he struggled for it, a whole 
year. At last he faced the realization 
that he would never be a champion of 
the 18.2 balkline billiard game. _ It 
was beyond him, too difficult. 

The 18.2 balkline game had come 
in during the early part of the century, 
largely because the masters of three- 
cushion and the commoner forms of 
billiards had become too perfect. Old 
man Hoppe, Willie, and other top- 
notchers could stand for hours mak- 
ing one billiard after another. They 
could probably have gone on clicking 
the balls about the table with sure 
even strokes for years, without a miss, 
if they had had the physical strength. 
Public interest in exhibition matches 
and championship contests was wan- 
ing. It was no fun to see such sure 
perfection. So the balkline game was 
devised and gradually the squares 
were made larger and larger until they 
extended 18.2 inches from the sides 
of the table. That was a game, and 
it remains so today, for champions 
only. It is governed by intricate 
rules and only the most skilled bil- 
liardists can play the game at all. 


ETERSON had the courage to 
Price the realization that he was 

out of the 18.2 balkline cham- 
pionship class. But billiards still 
held his interest to the exclusion 
of almost everything else. So he 
began the study of fancy shots. 
Today he holds not only the fancy 
shot championrhip, but the redball 
and shortstop cups as well. He has 
charts of more than 500 trick shots, 
most of which he has worked out him- 
self. He has traveled on long exhibi- 
tion tours with Hoppe, Jake Schaefer. 
the present 18.2 balkline champion, 
Cuthbert Wright, Horemans, the Bel- 
gian, and others. He boasts that he 
can make any billiard shot you show 
him. And despite innumerable chal- 
lenges, he has so far proved the truth 
of this contention. 

‘“‘In all my long experience in fancy 
shot exhibitions,’ he says, “I have 
been put to the test oftener by small 
lown enthusiasts than by players in 
large cities, although one might ex- 
pect to find greater interest in the 
game in New York than in Oshkosh 

“The big city player seems to dread 
being exposed as a poor student of 
the game. The small town pocket bil- 
iilard champion, on the other hand, is 
not so self-conscious. Moreover, he 
feels quite certain that he has a shot 
which no man living can make. 

“If he is not thoroughly convinced 
after I make his favorite ‘impossible’ 
shot, I sometimes have a little fun 
with him. Usually he places the three 
balls in three separate corners, get- 
ting them as far away from each oth- 
er as possible. I take my position at 
the cue ball, adjust my cue and then 
make the shot while looking away 
from the table entirely. That usually 
puts a damper on the town champion 
but it amuses the other spectators and 
puts a little life into the show.” 

The catch is, of course, that Peter- 
son does not promise to make the shot 
on the first try. He sometimes has 
to make several attempts. But the 
crowd seems stimulated by this. proof 
that the shot is really hard 


“() NE of the most interesting 
things about giving exhibi- 
tions is that, on the whole, 
I make the shots appear too simple. 
Billiard players, usually, appreciate 
the difficulty of each shot, but when ! 
miss once or twice on an especially in- 
tricate shot, I feel no disappointment 
for the spectators give their attention 
to the next attempt and get greater 
pleasure out of seeing it made. 

“However, there are times when al! 
observers are not delighted when I! 
successfully complete a particular ehot. 
Not many years ago a man came into 
my place who insisted upon my drop- 
ping everything to try a shot he had 
in mind. 

‘“‘He was from Houston, Texas, and 
was departing on a train within an 
hour. The shot he placed was an easy 
masse although to him it appeared 
that he had my cue ball tied up in 
the corner. The fellow was visibly 
nonplussed when I made the shgt on 
the first attempt and he left with the 
longest kind of a face, when I con- 
tinued shooting, making his shot five 
different ways. 

“On another occasion a stranger was 
discussing fast shooting and my assist- 
ant told him that I could run a hun- 
dred billiards in a minute. The strang- 
er again was a Texan of the betting 
type. He flourished a roll of billie and

ROM the illiterate 
ends of the world 
and the literary 
centers of it; from 
the ‘‘street ‘of the 
book sellers” in 
London, the Bazaar 
of Constantinople 
and from the little 
shop around the 

corner, Edward Alexander Parsons 

has assembled the _ Bibliotheca Par- 

soniana which, along with colorful his- 

tory, pirates, the absinthe house and 

good cooking, has helped to make New 

Orleans famous. 

The Bibliotheca Parsoniana is Par- 
sons’ private library or literary mu- 
seum, for it is rather more than a 
library. It is making New Orleans 
famous in the universe of books—put- 
ting the town on the literary map and 
adding to the prestige it already en- 
joys as a ‘story town.” Visitors who 
know of the library's existence come 
trom afar to see it. Other visitors. 
coming upon it unawares, marvel to 
find such a literary treasure house so 
far from the traditional centers of 
culture. Rare and precious manu- 
scripts are there in incredible number. 
There are historical documents, auto- 
graphs, prints, bindings, pamphlets 
and books, books, books—95),000 of 
them—pbooks of all nationalities, lan- 
guages and styles of printing, books 
dating from the day of the Gutenberg 
Bible down to volumes in which the 
printer’s ink is scarcely dry. 

One man assembled this vast collec- 
tion unaided. It represents the work 
of a lifetime, investment of probably 
a million dollars, and time, totaling 
years, spent in travel and search. Par- 
sons says he was born a bibliophile 
and can't remember when he wasn't 
interested in books. He began collect- 
ing at the age of 8 and is still at it 
at 50. He inherited no wealth. He 
had to make his way as he went and 
he soon saw that in order to collect 
books successfully one had to have a 
fortune. So Parsons went to work 
and made one. He did it by means 
of his law practice and real estate op- 
erations and found time enough be- 
sides to travel over the earth to keep 
his collection growing. 


ARSONS’ adventures in quest of 
Prare volumes and documents 
would fill several other volumes. 
Hundreds of rare items each would 
have its own tale to relate, for the 
quest carried him over the civilized 
world. Not only did he frequent the 
shops of the great book sellers of 
Europe, he penetrated the provinces 
and out-of-the-way places usually 
passed over. Some of his rarest finds, 
he says, came from Middle England, 
from forest and mountain regions of 
Germany, France, Austria, Spain and 
Switzerland. He found treasures in 
the shops of Algiers and Cairo. Val- 
uable specimens came from coal cel- 
lars in Vienna and New York. Many 
a good tale he has to tell of how 
he acquired rare and valuable manu- 
scripts for trifling sums because they 
were bound like old commercial ledg- 
ers. One such ‘‘find’’ was an incuna- 
bulum of immense value. It was found 
as part of a binding of little or no value. 
To the student of the art of print- 
ing or book binding, to the student 
of history, especially that pertaining 
to Louisiana, the Louisiana Purchase 
and the Mississippi Valley generally, 
the library of Edward Alexander Par- 
eons is a rare treasure. The history 
of printing unfolds before the visitor's 
eyes. No step is omitted. He may 
see not only block books, but the 
original pear-tree wood blocks, carved 
by hand, from which such books were 
printed. The art of printing from 
movable type may be studied from 
original examples of Gutenberg: the 
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Canon Missae, 1458, 
said to be the third 
book ever printed 
and of which only 
two copies exist in 
the world, the other 
being in the _ Bod- 
leian Library at Ox- 
ford, and 400 to 
500 specimens of in- 
cunabula, the _§ fa- 
mous cradle books 
the fourteen hun- 
dreds produced dur- 
ing the first 50 
years of = printing. 
There are innumer- 
able others, too. In 
Venice, the famous 
House of Aldus (fa- 
ther, son and grand- 
printed from 
1495 to 1598; here 
are hundreds of 
their imprints, and 
also others of the 
fifteen hundreds. 

In the North, the 
celebrated Elzevir 
family of Dutch 
printers who pro- 
duced the -much- 
prized pocket éedi- 
tions of the sixteenth 
century, are here 
1epresented by more 
than 600 volumes. 
Fenelon, La Fon- 
taine, Boccaccio and 
other masters whose 
works were printed 
in French in the sev- 
enteen hundreds are 
to be found, as well 
as lithograph books 
and fine examples of 
English printing of 
that century. 

Bodoni, Italian 
printer of Palma, re- 
vived great printing 
in Italy after it had 
fallen into decay and 
here in the _ Biblio- 
theca Parsoniana 
are some of the most 
famous examples of 
his work, such as the 
far - famed Bodoni 
edition of Homer 
and the Manuale 
Tipografico. And so on through the 
eighteen hundreds to Sir William Mor- 
ris. A copy of every book printed by 
Sir William is here, including the 
Chaucer illustrated by Burne-Jones, 
and the pages on vellum for the con- 
templated Berners Froissart. There is 
the Bible of the Doves Press, hand 
printed by Emery Walker and Cob- 
den-Sanderson, and the Don Quixote 
printed on pure vellum by St. John 
Hornby at the Ashendene Pregs. 


cerned himself particularly with 
the popular fad of collecting 
first editions, but his library neverthe- 
less contains some famous examples. 
There is the first edition of the Latin 
Bible, the first edition of the Greek 
New Testament (the copy once owned 
by Erasmus); a first edition copy of 
the English Bible (1611); of Herodo- 
tus; of Thucydides and Xenophon; of 
Aeschylus, Sophocles, Euripides and 
Aristophanes; of Pindar, Plutarch. 
Arigtotle and Plato; of Demosthenes 
and the Ten Attic Orators: of Dante's 
Vita Nuova and Convivo. And on the 
brave list runs, into the hundreds. 
Celebrated manuscripts include 
Oriental, classical and Renaissance 
scripts of various schools and periods. 
There are Persian and Arabic scripts. 
There are scripts of Cicero, Petrarch. 
Joccaccio, St. Thomas a Kempis, and 
a City of God (De Civitate Dei): of 
St. Augustine, a magnificent manu- 
script on vellum of the High Renais- 
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sance, with mihia- 
tures worthy of 
Jotticelli. 
The Parsons 
collection carries 
one through the 
whole gamut of 
the binder’s art. 
Books are to be 
seen bound in 
bark, in wood, in 
cork, in iron, in faience, silver, vel- 
vet embroidery, leather and _ skins. 
There is the craftsmanship of _Ital- 
ian, French and_ English artists 
——Mmasterpieces of the work from Clo- 
vis Eve to Chambolle-Daru, Joly-Fils, 
Lortic, Michael and Charles Maunier, 
Rayntum, Ramage, Bedford. Morel, 
Reed, Zahnsdorff, Rivierre, Sangorski 
and Sutcliffe. There are Cosway bind- 
ings, books hand-painted for Emper- 
ors, or by Gerome for private collec- 
tors. One finds books from the libra- 
ries of Popes, Emperors, Kings and 
connoisseurs. Indeed, there are many 
books in the collection which are fa- 
mous for their former ownership rath- 
er than their origin or content. 
Notable examples of these are to be 
found in the library on, of and con- 
cerning Napoleon Bonaparte. Napoleon 
had two great libraries, one at Mal- 
maison and another at Fontainebleau. 
Here are books from both collections. 
the gem of all being Napoleon's own 
pocket copy of the Cotle Civile, which 
was chiefly the foundation of the laws 
which are still in effect in the State 
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cution of Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoin- 
ette in the French 
Revolution; docu- 
ments illustrating 
the Galvez expedi- 
tion against the En- 
glish at Pensacola 
which so materially 
helped the cause of 
the American Rev- 
olution; correspond- 
ence relative to the 
loan of money by 
the Spanish Govern- 
ment at New Or- 
leans, and the fa- 
mous Code Noir, or 
Black Code, for the 
government of Ne- 
zro slaves — these 
are some of the his- 
toric documents to 
be seen in a hasty 
survey. 

The first piece of 
printing in the vast 
country stretching 
from Canada to the 
Gulf and called the 
Province of Louisi- 
ana was an extract 
from a letter of 
Louis XV to Gover- 
nor D’Abadie,. one 
the French 
Governors of Louis- 
jana, announcing 
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his dear cousin, 
Charlies, King of 
Spain. This procla- 
mation was printed 
by Denis Braud be- 
fore September 16, 
1764. It is virtual- 
ly the Gutenberg 
Bible of Louisiana 
tvpography., repre 
senting the | first 
time a printing 
press was used in 
the Mississippi Val- 
ley. 

On December 21, 
1803, Robert Liv- 
ingston, lawyer and 
statesman, negotia- 
ted with Napoleon, 
through Marbois 
and Talleyrand, one 
of the most impor- 
tant peace-time ac- 
quisitions of terri- 
tory in history—the 
Louisiana Purchase. 
Here, in  Livings- 
ton’s own hand 
are his original] let- 
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A few of Parsons’ treasures. 


of Louisiana. There is a remark- 

able painting on rice paper of 
Napoleon by a Chinese artist. And 
among the manuscripts is the original 
diary of William Warden, the surgeon 
on board the British ship Northumber- 
land, the vessel that carried Napo- 
leon to St. Helena. 

Experts in matters pertaining to his- 
tory have pronounced the Parsons col- 
lection the world’s finest and most im- 
portant collection of manuscripts and 
documents illustrating the early his- 
tory of Louisiana and the Mississippi 
Valley. 

The report of Iberville (called the 
“founder of Louisiana’’), describing 
the country and its resources: hun- 
dreds of original edicts signed by Louis 
XV; appointments of officers for the 
early city of New Orleans by the Com- 
proclamations of 
French and Spanish Governors: the 
actual transfer of sovereignty of the 
country, and one announcing the exe- 


ters of negotiation, 
and here is the offi- 
cial copy of the con- 
vention for the 
treaty between the 
United States and 
France for the pur- 
chase. Here also is 
the original procla- 
mation of William 
C. Claiborne, rep- 
resenting the Unit- 
ed States in the 
actual transfer, an- 
nouncing it in 
French, Spanish 


In August, 1814, 
Lieutenant Colone! 
Edward Nichols, 
commander of the British forces 
in the Floridas, attempted to enlist 
the aid of the picturesque Jean 
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be drifting over inhabited country. 
But Andree was taking supplies for 
four months. 

‘He thinks this is sufficient,’ Ma- 
churon wrote, ‘“‘and that if he should 
have to winter upon the ice their arms 
will give them the opportunity of lay- 
ing in a fresh stock of provisions.

Andree took a number of pas- 
senger pigeons and 12 dispatch buoys 
of cork and metal, each containing a 
cavity in which a message could be 
placed. It was his plan to throw 
these out at different points during 
the voyage of the balloon. As before, 
everything was in readiness. And as 
before, they waited. 

Speculating on the destination of 
the balloon, Machuron wrote: ‘‘As to 
the point of landing, the chances seem 
to point most to Siberia, which offers 
a very large extent of land; next in 
order of probability comes Alaska, in 
North America. Andree did not think 
the balloon could be drawn towards 
Greenland, with its gigantic glaciers 
attaining to such ereat altitudes, as 
the surrounding lower strata of air 
cooled rapidly by contact with this 
boundless frozen mass,.and currents 
would be formed there that would 
radiate in all directions. Only the cur- 
rents of the upper atmosphere would 


approach these regions: but the An- 
dree balloon always travels close to 
the earth, which is, moreover, another 
point in favor of its longevity. We 
need not fear, therefore, that the ex- 
plorers will be lost in the glaciers of 
Greenland.’ 

At last the day came when there was 
an unmistakable south wind. It was 
Sunday, July 11. ‘‘Andree and his 
companions consulted for some time 
the various instruments from each 
post of observation—the atmospheric 
conditions seemed favorable. 


OO Pent to tn with Andree we 
went to the top of the shed to 
examine carefully the work 
that had been done and to arrange 
about the preparations for starting. 
The wind was violent, the wooden 
Structure trembled under our feet. | 
feared sometimes it would be blown 
down and the balloon destroyed, but 
this apparently light structure was 
really very solidly built, of which it 
had furnished excellent proofs. More- 
over, it was sheltered by a hill. 
“After having enumerated the vari- 
ous operations to be performed, An- 
dree returned to his observations for 
afew minutes. The result was favor- 
able; the direction of the wind seemed 
quite settled, but he did not give the 
Order to start. This time he dared 
not take the sole responsibility of this 
decision, so he consulted his fellow 
travelers. It was a very delicate ques- 
tion for the members staying behind, 
Svedenborg and mvself, to decide; the 


decision rested rather with those di- 
rectly interested. Strindberg and 
Fraenkel wished to start at once— 
and besides, what were we waiting 
for? Time was passing, the season 
was advancing; therefore, the sooner 
the better. 

“Andree did not express his opin- 
ion—it was not necessary; we guessed 
it. He was burning to set out for the 
conquest of the pole, and he only said: 
‘The departure is decided upon.’ ”’ 

Then a last glimpse through the 
eyes of the Frenchman: 

_“The solemn hour has. arrived. 
Strindberg, who has always been a 
great friend of mine, as we have a mu- 
tual sympathy with one another, begs 
me to send nis fiancee proofs of the 
last photographs that I shall succeed 
in developing, and which would inter- 
est her. He shows great emotion while 
speaking to me. It is not fear of the 
perils that he is about to face, but oth- 
er sentiments that are agitating him at 
this moment; it is easy for me to guess 
what they are. | 

‘‘When will he see again that charm- 
ing Swedish girl whose photograph he 
has so often shown me and which he 
carries next nis heart? 

‘‘How many days, how many montha 
will she be anxiously waiting and re- 
ceiving no news?’ (It has’ been 
brought out since the discovery of the 
bodies that the girl, Anna Chartier, 
waited 15 years for Strindberg, then 
met and married an American.) 

Now the ropes are cut and the bal- 
loon springs into the air: 


“We rush to the doors to get out 
of the shed. I have the chance of get- 
ting out first through a secret opening 
I have made in the woodwork, so as 
to be able to rush to my photographic 
apparatus and have time to take a few 
snapshots at this stupendous moment. 
Being encumbered with the heavy 
cordage that it takes with it, the bal- 
loon does not rise to a height of 325 
feet.

‘‘Behind the mountain that is shel- 
tering us rage storms of wind and a 
current of air sweeps down from the 
summit and attacks the balloon, which 
fora moment descends rapidly towards 
the sea. This incident, which we had 
foreseen before the departure, but the 
natural cause of which struck few of 
the spectators at the moment, produces 
great excitement amongst some of us; 
the sailors rush to the boats to be 
ready to lend assistance to the explor- 
ers, whom they expect to see engulfed 
in the waves. 


Fr HEIR alarm was of short du- 
ration; the descending move- 
ment soon becomes more gen- 
tle, and the car just touches the water 
and ascends again immediately. 

“At the edge of the water, on the 
Leach bristling with rocks and large 
stones, we all stand, breathlessly 
watching the various phases rapidly 
following one upon another, of the 
commencement of this stirring and un- 
precedented aerial voyage. 

“The balloon, which has now right- 
ed itself at about 160 feet above the

sea, is rapidly speeding away: the 
guide ropes glide over the water, mak- 
ing a very perceptible wake, which is 
visible from its starting point, like the 
track made by a ship. We exchange 
last signals of farewell with our 
friends; hats and handkerchiefs are 
waved frantically. 

“Soon we can no longer distinguish 
the aeronauts, but we can see that 
they are arranging their sails, as these 
latter are displayed in succession on 
the bamboo mast; then we observe a 
change of direction. The balloon is 
uoOw traveling straight to the north. It 
goes along swiftly, notwithstanding 
the resistance that must be offered 
by the dragging ropes; we estimate its 
speed at from 19 to 36 miles an hour 
If it keeps up this initial speed and the 
same direction it will reach the pole in 
less than two days. 


oll Bee: balloon travels on, main- 
tained at the same altitude by 
the guide-ropes. In the neigh- 
borhood of the hills there is an up- 
ward current of air. The balloon will 
follow this; it would only risk striking 
against the obstacle if the movement 
was downwards, which is not the case 
Moreover, the guide-ropes first rest 
upon the rocks and thus lighten the 
balloon, which gradually rises. 

“We see it clear the top of the hill 
and stand out clearly for a few min- 
utes against the blue sky and then 
slowly disappear from our view behind 
the hill. Seattered along the shore, 
we stand motionless, with full hearts 
and anxious eyes, gazing at the silent 
horizon. 

“For one moment, then, between 
two hills, we perceive a gray speck 
over the sea, very far away, and then 
it finally disappears. ‘I'he wavy to the 
pole is clear, no more obstacles to en 
counter——the sea, the ice field and the 
unknown. 

‘“‘We look at one another for a mo- 
ment, stupefied. Instinctively we 
draw together without saying a word 
There is nothing, nothing whatever, 
in the distance to tell us where our 
friends are-—they are now shrouded 
in mystery.”

He is all over, swiftly, quietly, keep- 
ing out of the way of the players, 
keeping out of the view of the spec- 
tators, but missing not a single point 
of the play. On occasion he has ref- 
ereed straight through the day and 
up to nearly midnight with but 15 or 
°() minutes time to change into eve- 
ning clothes and grab a sandwich to 
eat. Peterson says the most dramatic 
billiards he ever saw was the match 
in which Jake Schaefer took the cham- 
pionship away from Willie Hoppe in 
Chicago in 1921 


But though Pe- 
terson has been con- 
nected in one way or another with 
pretty nearly every billiard event of 
the past 20 years, he still has had 
time to work for the interests of the 
game in St. Louis, chiefly, of course, 
in behalf of his own billiard rooms. 
As far back as 1907 he began to go 
after the ladies to get them to play 
billiards. He had a ‘‘ladies’ night’’ 
on which they could play free. He 
entertained numerous parties at his 
rooms, church groups, Sunday school 
classes. The thing was unheard of. 
But Peterson was determined to show 
them that billiards was a good game 
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and that you could 
have a_ pretty good 
time, a decent time, in a billiard room. 
When he lectures on Dilliards, he 
points out the famous women who 
play, Queen Mary, the Duchess of 
Marlborough, Mrs. Howard Gould, 
Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney and many 
cthers. 

With this fervor to advance the 
game, Peterson combines a scientific 
curiosity. He has sat through cham- 
pionship matches with special charts 
before him, recording every kind of 
play, to determine which type of shot 
in billiards is the most useful. He 
found it to be the draw shot. Again

he sat through a series of matches 
to determine the length of the cue 
hold. the bridge, taken by the various 
players. He found that a hold of 
four and a half inches from the tip 
of the cue was the bridge most favored 
by the champion and, therefore, the 
most advantageous. 

The war, Peterson says, gave a tre- 
mendous boost to billiards. There 
were billiard tables at every army 
camp and a great many people who 
had never thought of playing before 
learned the game. Many of them kept 
on witb billiards after they got home. 
The last 10 years have been rather 
hard on the game, what with the
